But the raling 
party, or at least President Joflerson, 
pretended that Monroe and Pinfiey’s 
treaty was worse than Jay’s, and disdain- 
fuliy retarned it. ; 

Attempts were made on three differ- 
ent occasions, by Rose, by Erskine, and 
by Jackson, to heal the offended honor 
of the country in the affair of tie Ches- 
apeake, but the men who in the first in- 
stance, had refused to deliver the desert- 
ers and producd the affray, thought it 
their best policy io refuse any concession 
offered, and keep the two countries in 
a hot water war, if they cannot produce 
another kind of warfare. 

There never was an American sent to 
England to treat of peace, who did not 





iose his popularity here, nor hes any such 
character arrived from England, who 
was not subject to gross personat abuse 
from the present ruling perty—and it is 
more than probable, the peaceful views 
of all eood men, both in America aad in 
England, will be better promoted by o- 
mitting to treat at the present time, than 
by-scnding any minister either country 
could select.

wus accused of monopolizing it and send. 
ing it over to this country. 

Phat a great deal of corn is now on 
hand in France, is thus to be accounted 
for. F irst, there 18 NOt now any debouche 
of that artcle either to Spain or Portu. 
gal, to which countries great quantities 
had formerly been sent. Secondiy, the 
avnues andthe different employes, esti« 
mated at about a million of souls, are 
out of the country,-by which the con. 
sumption of corn must be considerably 
less; calculating that every. man eats 
only 2b. of bread pr. diem, this makes 
500,000 French quartern loaves, equal 
to 7000 sacks of tiour per diem; as 72 
such loaves are baked out of one sack, 
which weighs 200}. Inthis calculation 
I do not inciude the cavalry, also out of 
that country, whose consumption must 
be great. Thirdly, the French West In- 
dia islands, which were tili withintthese 
few years, supplied with erain from the 
mother covntry, afferd no longer a mark- 
, et for its surplus produce. eaey 

These are the causes why corn at pre- 
sent is so plentiful in France... It is rie 

iculous to assert that the country must, 

for t5a¢ reason, be in a flourishing situa 
tion. If corn finds no @edouchke, there 
might as well be asmarfy brambles. An 
agrivuitural country must be ruined if 
the cultivation be beygnd the consump. 
tida either doimestie or forgign. . 
. The reason why Bonaparte ix so.kind 
to us as to feed uc with his grain, I can 
easily give—Shortly before. I qnitted 
France which was ia June last, the grain 
had rotied in the barns, and the farmers 
were unable topay their laud tax. Grain 
itself is not seizett for payment, but 
military -ruffians are ordered to make 
seizure of every moveable fannd upe 
on the premises. This distress is not 
confined to cultivators of grain. Those 
of the vine are in a worse situation. [ 
know that these have suffered their 
grapes to rot upon the tree instead of 
converting them into wine, because they 
had no sale for it; but they were, ner- 
theless, obliged to pay their 5 per cent.
